The Earl of Dundonald having purchaſt the Lordſhip of Paſlay ſome Years af- 
ter. the ſaid Augmentation, the Right to the Teinds made by the Earl of AZer-

corn, firſt to the Lord Angus, and conveyed to the Earl of Dundonald, was ex- 
preſly burdened with the ſaid Modification and Augmentation. 

The'two Miniſters of Paſlay enjoyed a Stipend of x7 Chalder of Viaual and 
100 /ib, of Money, from the 1650, till the Eſtabliſhment of Epiſcopacy: And 
thereafter one ſingle Epiſcopal Miniſter coming in, he received and contented 
himſelf with a Stipend of x5 Chalder of Victual ; whereby the Earl enjoyed 
2 Chalder and 100 /:6. CoD Re 

Two Presbyterian Miniſters being indulged to the Paroch of Paſlay, they were 
alſo neceſſitat to content themſelves with x 5 Chalder of Vidctual during their In- 
cumbeincy. | : CELLS Cr nh 

The indulged Miniſters being turned out. in, 1684, two Epiſcopal Miniſters 
came in their place, who would not reſt ſatisfied with the x 5 Chalder of Vidtual : 
And the Earl of Dundonald finding, That the Augmentation which he had: kept 
in his Pocket would then come upon him, the Miniſters and Heretors were 
made believe, That the Decreet of Augmentation 1650 was Reduced, which 
was not ſo in fat: And there was a new Decreet of Augmentation. purſued in 
1686; libelling upon the firſt Decreer of Modification 1636, and upon the Aug- 
mentation in rhe Year 1650; and that the ſaid Augmentation 1650 was Redu- 
ced, in reſpc that the ſame was wholly laid upon the Earl of Abercory's Lands:

and likeways upon an Agreement betwixt the Earl, my Lord Roſs, and Others, 
for themſelves, and in Name of the reſt of the Heretors and the Miniſters, where- 
by there was a Chalder of ViQual agreed to be added to the laſt Augmentation, 
And in reſpe& of the Reduion of the ſaid laſt Locality in ano 1650, the ſaids 
Heretors are libelled to have obliged themſelves to have procured a Locality 
for the ſaid Vitual and Money formerly allocat, and now to be added, and 
concluding, That there ſhould be an Allocation; and accordingly there is ah 
Augmentation decerned ; as alſo an Allocation, by which the Earl put 3 Chal- 
ders of Victual fairly in his own Pocket, and lays the whole Burden of 3 Chal- 
ders of Victual, 'and 100 ib. of Augmentation, upon other Heretors, where- 
of ſome had bought rhe irredeemable Right of their Teinds from the Earl of. 4- 
bercorn: And with the burden of which Diſpoſitions of Teinds, the Earl of 
Dundonald's Rights were acquired. 

There is a Reduition of the ſaid Decreet 1686, purſued by the Town of Paſlay 
and other Heretors ; and they do inſiſt upon this Ground, That by the ſaid 
Decreet 1686,the Earl of Dundonald did gain to himſelf 3 Chalder of Victual and 
 laid.the burthen upon the Heretors;upon pretence that the Decreet 1650 had been 

Reduced ; whereas the ſaid Decreet 1650 was never once quarrelled, but via 
fafi the Earl got the Advantage and Retention of 3 Chalder of Viaual, during 
all the time of Fpiſcopacy, till 1686, and then got the burden laid upon the He- 
retors, on {uppoſition that the former Modification had been Reduced. 2do. 
The Decreet 1686 libells, That all the burden of the Augmentation 1650, was laid 
upon the Earl of Abercorn's Lands: Whereas the Decreet produced-in Proceſs 
clears the contrair, That there was not one Shilling of Burden laid upon the Earl 


of Abercorn's Lands; in fo far as the Decreet nor only bears the Lands that 


were burdened, but expreſſeth the Heretors to whom they belonged, and the 
Earl of Abercory was none of the Heretors burdened. 37io. That Augmentation 
being before the Earl of AZercorr's Sale of his Lands ; and the Earl of Abercorn 
having efterwards ſold his Lands with the burden of the Miniſter's Stipend and 
Augmentation, the Earl of Duydonald had .no cauſe to quarrel. 470. The De- 
creet.1686- doth- wholly confound and invert the Locality of both former De- 
creets, which was neceſſary to cover the Advantage which the Earl got: For 


che ſaid Decreet -x686 appoints 10 Chalder and 100 136. to the Firſt Miniſter, 


and 8 Chalder to the Second; and then it proceeds to allocat the x0 Chalder and 
x00. /ib, to the Firſt, and for the Second Miniſter it allocats 4 Chalder of Vi- 
tual of the old Stipend conform to aſe and wont; and ſo proceeds to make up 
the 8 Chalder to the Second Miniſter. nn 

By this Method of Allocation it would be thought, That the xo Chaldcr of 
Victual and 100 /b. to the Firſt Miniſter, and 4 Chalder to the Second was 
the old Stipend of 14 Chalder. And if the thing had been fairly done, it 
ought to have beendone ſo; for otherways no Man living can make ſenſe of theſe 


words, Four Chalder of the old Stipend conform to uſe and wont ; Becauſe uſe and 


wont is wholly inverted, the firſt Modification being 15 Chalder and no Mone 

at all; And the Augmentation 1650 being Two Chalder and 100 /ib. And the 
Allocation 1686,not proceeding conform to the firſt Modification 636,but promiſ- 
cuouſly upon the firſt Modification 1636 and the Augmentation 1650,which did 
extend in whole to 17 Chalder Victual and 100 7ib. of Money : And the ſaid 
laſt Decreet having allocat to Chalders of Vidtual and roo 1:b. wherein is com- 
prehended the whole Augmentation 1650 to the firſt Miniſter, it proceeds toal- 
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locat ſour Clialder conform to «je and wont to the Second, as if there had been no 
greater Fond over and above the Allocation to the firſt Miniſter then che ſaid 4 
Chalder; Whereas truely there was 7 Chalders, whereof the Earl reſerved Z 
Chalder to be put in his own Pocket.And thenthe laſt Decreer proceeds to make 
up the Second Miniſters other 4 Chalders of Victual, which is 8 in all,and bur 
dens the Heretors of the Paroch intirely with the ſaid 4 Chalders of Vidual: 
Whereas ſome of them had their Teinds bought,and ought to have been ſubjeed 
to no greater Burden. 

The Heretors do therefore inſiſt, That the Modification and Allocation may 
be in the firſt place conform to the ſaids two Decreets in Anno 1636 and 1650 
which will make the Miniſters up 17 Chalder of Vial and x00 1b. of Money; 
and if the Commiſſzon think fit to add a Chaldcr of the Victual furthr to make up 
the full Stipend in the laſt Augmentation, the Heretors will not ſtrugle with the 
Miniſter ; Only they expect that no ſuch Augmentation ſhould take place, fo 
long as the Cure is ſerved by one Miniſter; and that the Allocation ſhould be laid 
upon ſuch Teinds, whereof the heretable Rights are not bought, and the bought 
Teinds ought to be free of all future Burdens, eſpecially fo long as there are 
other Teinds in the Paroch. 

All that was urged in the laſt Debate was,upon a Conſent of the Heretors to the 
laſt Decreet. 

To which it is anſwered, x90. The Decreet doth indeed libel upon a Coyſert, 
but there is no ſuch Conſent produced : And if a Conſent be produced itwill 
be found to Contain an expreſs quality, That all former Allocations ſhall take 
place: For the plain Truth is, The Heretors were willing the Miniſters ſhould 
be competently provided; and the Teinds and Charge being conſiderable, they 
did not grudge, Thatthey ſhould have 18 Chalder of Vicual and 100 1ib. of 
Money,which was an Augmentation beyond the former : Butthey never conſen- 
ted to the Allocation that was made, which did wholly confound both the for- 
mer Decreets: Nor did they conſent, that the Earl of Dundonald ſhould thereby 
reſerve three Chalders of Vitual for his Family, of what had been moſt juſtly 
and regularly allocat to the Miniſter, by former Decreets. And therefore no 
reſpe& to any pretended Conſents, icing the Foundation, Ground and Occaſion. 
thereof, is not true in Fa, that the Augmentation 1650 was Reduced. 
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
